Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a

“  SUPREME  COURT  ACT.” 

TTIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
“  Rules  of  Court  relating  to  the  Custody,  Care,  and  Disposal  of  Money  in  Court  and  of 
Suitors’  Funds,  and  the  Investment  of  Money  in  Court,”  made  by  Order  in  Council  No.  2910, 
approved  the  21st  day  of  December,  1948,  and  published  in  the  Gazette  of  December  30th, 
1948,  at  page  3597,  as  amended  by  Order  in  Council  No.  209,  approved  the  29th  day  of 
January,  1949,  be  rescinded. 

And  that  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  34  of  the  “  Supreme  Court  Act  ”  and  all 
other  powers  thereunto  enabling,  the  following  Rules  of  Court  be  made,  to  be  known  as 
“  Rules  of  Court  relating  to  the  Custody,  Care,  and  Disposal  of  Money  in  Court  and  of 
Suitors’  Funds,  and  the  Investment  of  Money  in  Court”:  — 

Rules  of  Court  Relating  to  the  Custody,  Care,  and  Disposal  of  Money 
in  Court  and  of  Suitors’  Funds,  and  the  Investment  of  Money  in 
Court. 


1.  In  these  rules  the  following  words  shall  have  the  several  meanings 
assigned  to  them,  namely: — 

“  Bank”  means  the  bank  designated  by  the  Minister  of  Finance: 

“  Funds  ”  means  any  money  that  has  been  paid  into  or  deposited 
in  Court,  except  money  paid:  — 

(a)  Under  the  “Attachment  of  Debts  Act”: 

( b )  Under  the  “  Execution  Act  ”: 

(c)  Under  the  “Workmen’s  Compensation  Act”: 

(cl)  Under  Items  26  and  29,  Schedule  No.  3  of  Appendix 
M  to  the  “  Supreme  Court  Rules,  1943  ”: 

( e )  For  security  for  costs: 

(/)  In  satisfaction  of  a  claim: 

(g)  For  bail : 

“  Registrar  ”  means  the  Registrar  or  District  Registrar  of  the 
Supreme  Court  into  whose  registry  the  funds  or  securities 
have  been  paid : 

“  Securities  ”  means  any  government  bonds,  or  other  securities, 
including  stocks  and  shares  paid  into  or  deposited  in  Court. 

2.  All  funds  shall  forthwith  be  deposited  by  the  Registrar  in  the  bank  and 
shall  thereupon  be  paid  by  the  Registrar  to  the  Minister  of  Finance,  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  directing  payment  in,  or  if  the  funds 
have  been  paid  into  Court  without  an  order  with  a  statement  showing  the 
particulars  of  the  payment  in. 

3.  All  securities  forthwith  after  deposit  in  Court  shall  be  transmitted  by 
registered  mail  and  insured  to  the  extent  of  the  par  value  of  the  securities, 
or  shall  be  transmitted  through  a  chartered  bank  by  the  Registrar  to  the 
Minister  of  Finance,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  order  directing 
payment  or  deposit  in  Court  if  any,  and  if  the  securities  have  been  deposited 
without  an  order  with  a  statement  showing  the  particulars  of  the  payment  in. 

4.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Unclaimed  Money  Deposits  Act  ”  and 
to  the  following  rules,  all  funds  and  securities  shall  be  invested,  exchanged, 
sold,  held,  delivered,  or  paid  out  from  time  to  time  upon  authority  of  an 
order  of  a  Court  or  Judge  duly  entered,  upon  production  of  a  certified  copy 
of  the  order  countersigned  in  each  case  by  the  Registrar,  and  shall  be  paid 
or  delivered  to  such  person  or  persons  named  in  the  order. 

5.  The  Minister  of  Finance  may  without  any  order  in  that  behalf  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  effect  the  conversion  of  any  security,  the  conversion  of 
which  is  compulsory  upon  the  holders  under  any  Statute,  or  order  of  the 
Court,  or  any  scheme  of  arrangement  or  sale  duly  effected  or  sanctioned 
under  the  provisions  of  any  Statute. 

6.  Where  an  order  directs  payment  out  of  a  fund  in  Court  of  any  costs 
directed  to  be  taxed  by  the  Registrar,  the  Registrar  shall  forward  to  the 
Minister  of  Finance  a  certified  copy  of  the  order,  together  with  a  certificate 
showing  the  costs  that  have  been  taxed  and  the  full  name  and  address  of 
the  person  to  whom  such  costs  are  payable. 

7.  All  balances  to  the  credit  of  any  cause  or  matter  when  not  invested 
pursuant  to  an  order  of  a  Court  or  Judge  shall  draw  interest  at  the  rate  of 
one  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  first  day  of  the  third  month  after  pay¬ 
ment  into  Court  up  to  the  first  day  of  the  month  during  which  the  moneys 
are  paid  out,  but  no  interest  shall  be  paid  in  respect  of  fractions  of  a  month; 
provided  that  where  moneys  are  paid  into  Court  for  the  benefit  of  an  infant 
the  rate  shall  be  not  less  than  two  and  three-quarters  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  provided  further  that  where  money  be  invested  in  certain 
securities,  the  money  shall  be  so  invested  by  the  Minister  of  Finance,  and 
the  interest  from  the  securities  credited  to  the  infant  and  paid  out  from 
time  to  time  as  directed  by  the  order. 

8.  The  Minister  of  Finance  may,  for  the  purpose  of  earning  the  interest 
allowances  set  out  in  Rule  7,  from  time  to  time  make  general  investments  in 
securities  of  the  Dominion  or  of  the  Province,  or  in  securities  the  principal 
and  interest  of  which  are  guaranteed  by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion  or 
of  the  Province,  not  exceeding  the  aggregate  of  all  balances  not  already 
specifically  invested  by  order  of  the  Court  or  a  Judge,  and  may  whenever 
necessary  or  expedient  convert  same  into  money. 

9.  The  interest  or  income  payable  on  funds  or  securities  shall  be  collected
